STATE OF PLANNING FOR INTERNATIONAL DISASTER TRAINING

NATIONAL NEEDS. TURKEYS PROGRAM FORESEES A COURSE OF SIX

AUTHORITIES ARE BULWARK OF GOB NATIONAL DISASTER 
ASSISTANCE STRUCTURE. ITALIAN DEL (MINISTER CALENDA) 

ACKNOWLEDGE THE EXPRESSION OF THANKS FROM TURKEY AND 
RECALLED THE INITIATIVES WHICH ITLAY HAS TAKEN AS A
